Th#  Exempt  Mortgage  Act. 

Tbe  following  ia  a  copy  of  tbe  act  re¬ 
lating  to  taxation  introduced  in  the  Leg 
ialature  by  Don.  W.  A.  Lewie  of  Hud¬ 
son  :[ 

u  B<U  enacted  by  tbc  Senate  and  and  (Vn- 
erai  AaaeiRblv  of  the  State  of  New  J  rrwr  :  Tl*»t 
all  Ux»-a  ben  after  to  be  assessed  In  tills  state 
tor  Bute,  cotontv.  township  and  city  purposes, 
over  and  aboye  the  amount  to  be  raised  oy  a 
a  poll  lei,  shall  be  sseeaaod  and  raised  by  siKh 
a  p<  r  ccntumiupon  ail  real  estate  and  personal 
property,  not  already  exempt  by  law,  except 
mortgage* upon  property,  real  or  personal  with¬ 
in  this  Stale,  by  valuing  the  same  according  to 
IU  true  valse,  as  shall  be  neccaaury  to  make  the 
amonnt  r-4«lrcd  .*»r  such  taxes,  and  not  other¬ 
wise  ;  and  all  real  and  personal  eaUte  shall  be 
maaetsed  in  the  lowoshlpa,  eltlca  and  wards 
where  found,  withoal  any  deduction  for  mort- 
racca  ther*upen,*nd  ad  tnorUragca  upon  real  es¬ 
tate  or  personal  property  situate  and  being  v ith 
la  this  said  BUte  shall  be  and  are  hereby  ex¬ 
empted  from  taxation,  whether  such  mortgages 
arc  held  by  any  person,  corporation  or  assoc  la 
lion. 

&  And  be  It  enacted.  That  all  act*  and  parta 
of  acts  Inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  ro- 
pealed,  and  this  act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  act, 
and  ahall  ukc  effect  immediately. 


The  intention  of  tbe  above  law  is  tbe 
exemption  of  mortgage*  from  taxation 
throughout  tbe  state,  as  they  have  been  era* 
heretofore  exempt  in  certain  counties, 
E-isex  among  tbe  number.  T^iero  ia  so 
strong  a  feeling  of  opposition  to  this  taw 
in  tbe  rural  districts  that  there  is  little 
likelihood  of  its  parage.  Tbc  country 
member*  of  tbe  Legislature  will  doubt 
less  vote  it  down,  in  the  interest  of  tbeir 
constituents,  unless  there  is  undue  ia 
fluenco  and  pressure  brought  to  bear 
upon  them  by  parties  interested  in  tbe 
passage  of  this  unequal  and  unjust  law. 

A  reasonable  donbt  may  be  entertained 
if  such  a  law  o^n  be  paused,  without  con¬ 
flicting  with  the  Constitution,  which  pro¬ 
vides  that  property  shall  be  asaesed  for 
taxes  "by  uniform  rules.”  It  does  not 
appear  to  be  exactly  uniform  to  exempt 
one  clasa — the  lenders — from  taxation, 
and  placo  the  harden  upon  another  class 
— the  borrowers.  And  again,  it  is  cer¬ 
tainly  not  a  uniform  rule  to  exempt  mort¬ 
gages,  and  permit  promissory  notes  to 
remain  subject  to  tax.  It  would  seem  that 
of  the  two  the  mortgage  should  be  taxed, 
if  there  is  to  bo  any  discrimination.  A 
man  with  money  to  lend  will  takoabond 
and  mo^tgnge  much  quicker  than  the 
best  notlp  that  could  be  offered  him  ; 
then  why\  should  there  be  this  uuneces- 
umig  so  '  aonutufluy  able  to  take  oaru 
of  itself  ?  tell,  unless  it  is 

that  our  laws  as  generally  passed  favor 
the  iutereats  of  powet  au  J  wealth  rath¬ 
er  than  those  of  the  poor  and  unin- 
fluential  classes,  who  really  need  to  be 
oared  for  and  lifted  up. 

A  re;»oaable,  an.l  perhaps  the  only 
reasonable  demand  for  placing  a  law  like 
this  on*  upon  the  statute  book  is  that 
otherwise  it  would  be  extremely  difficult 
tax  property  "where  it  lies,”  which  all 
concede  ought  to  be  done.  On  that 
point,  without  stopping  to  argue  that  a 
man  living  in  a  house  mortgaged  for 
half  its  value  don’t  really  own  the  prem¬ 
ises,  aud  ought  not  to  bo  taxed  tliorefor, 
let  it  be  admitted  as  desirable  and  just 
that  property  be  taxed  where  found,  at 
its  full  value,  without  exemption  ;  but 
do  not,  to  secure  this  desirable  cud,  en¬ 
act  an  injury  to  the  borrower,  tho  man 
whose  enterprise  and  industry  contri¬ 
bute*  so  largely  to  tho  general  prosperi¬ 
ty.  Jf  such  a  law  must  be  passed,  let 
tbapb  be  a  provision  added,  making  it 

rfnl  for  the  mortgageor,  upon  paying 
interest,  to  demand  and  receive  from 
the  mortgagee  a  deduction  of  the  amount 
of  tax  paid  upon  the  mortgage,  as  shown 
by  the  tax  receiver's  receipt.  This  would 
act  aa  an  incentive  for  taxpayers  to  pay 
op  promptly,  thus  preventing  in  great 
measure,  the  accumulation  of  back

Funeral  of  James  A.  Reford. 

Ono  of  our  oldest  citizens,  Mr.  James 
A  Keford  father  of  the  County  Clerk, 
died  from  an  offection  of  the  heart  at  his 
residence  in  Thomas  street  last  Friday. 
Mr.  lieford,  had  reached  the  advanced 
ago  of  73,  having  been  for  nearly  40 
years  a  resident  of  Bloomfield.  Ho  was 
born  in  Belfast,  Ireland,  came  to  Ameri¬ 
ca  in  1832,  and  located  iu  Bloomfield  in 
1839.  He  worshipped  with  the  M.  E. 
Church  iu  this  pjuce  regularly  until 
about  8  years  ago.  Ho  was  identified 
with  Freemasonry  from  his  youth,  was  a 
Past  Muster,  and  had  attained  the  27th 
degree  of  this  aucieut  Order.  Out  of 
tribute  to  his  distinguished  rank  in  this 
respect  his  brethreu  of  tbe  Croft  in 
Bloomfield  and  Montcluirossumed  charge 
of  tho  funeral  services,  which  took  place 
last  Tuesday.  It  was  tho  first  masonic 
burial  that  has  been  observed  here  since 
the  death  of  Simeon  Baldwin. 

Tho  mourning  relatives  and  friends  of 
the  deceased,  Jogef  her  with  tbe  members 
of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  filled  the  resi¬ 
dence,  on  Thomas  street  to  overflowing. 
Religious  services  were  performed  by 
Hriv  T'lteHantme,  61  iLe  -Presbyterian 
churches  ;  Senior  Warden  W.  K.  Wil¬ 
liamson  aud  Chaplain  Ebon  Micfarlaa, 
of  Bloomfield  Lodge  No.  40,  rendering 
a  part  of  the  Mosonio  burial  service. 
These  solemn  exercises  concluded,  the 
faneral  procession  fvrw  formed,  moving 
by  way  of  WasLingtud^venue  aud  Broad 
street  to  Bloomfield  Cemetery.  There 
were  between  fifty  aud  siXfv  Masous  in 
line,  Samnol  Carl  acting  aB  Marshal. 
Upon  arriving  at  the  cemetery,  the  Mu- 
sons  formed  in  open  order,  near  the 
place  of  burial,  with  tho  exception  of  six 
of  the  oldest  members,  who  bore  the  re¬ 
mains  of  their  venerable  brother  from 
the  hearse  to  tho  gravo.  After  the  cof¬ 
fin  was  lowered,  the  usual  burial  service 
was  impressively  repeated  by  Dr.  Ken¬ 
nedy.  Tho  lodge  was  then  formed  and 
the  Masonio  ritual  led  by  Acting  Master 
Williamson,  prayer  being  offered  by 
Chaphfxa  Macfarlau. ,  Tho  ceremony 
consisted  chiefly  of  depositing  in  the 
grave  a  lambskin  apron,  the  symbol  of 
parity,  the  costing  in  also  by  each  mem 
ber  of  a  Bprig  of  evergreen,  the  M.isonio 
emblem  of- immortality,  the  singing  of  a 
dirge,  and  the  declaration  by  each  broth¬ 
er  of  his  tender  regard  for  the  memory 
of  tho  deceased,  whoss  body  was  com¬ 
mitted  to  the  dust  whence  it  oarne,  and 
whoso  soul  was  commended  to  God  who 
gave  it. 


With  such  a  provision  as  that  joet  pro¬ 
posed  attached  to  the  Exempt  Mortgage 
Law,  it  wquld  be  ahorn  of  its  injustice  to 
the  borrowing  clasa  Without  snob  a 
provision  the  not  is  really  no  more  nor 
lest  than  an  artful  dodging  of  the  usury 
law  :  it  virtually  obliges  a  man  to  pay 
mar*  than  the  legal  seven  per  eent.  in¬ 
terest. 

Belleville. 

Regarding  legislation  for  tho  muoh- 
governed  Belleville  people,  the  Newark 
Courier  says : 

"The  bill  to  repeal  the  several  acts  or¬ 
ganizing  the  local  government  Of  Belle¬ 
ville  will  probably  pass  the  House  of  As¬ 
sembly  this  week.  Should  it  also  pass 
the  Senate,  aud  become  a  law,  the  town 
would  be  left,  as  it  seem*  to  u«,  withoal 
any  government  at  alt,  which  would  be 
worse  then  being  governed  too  mneh. 
The  bill  should  either  provide  that  the 
old  town  oommittoe  should  continue  iu 
office,  or  another  should  be  immediately 
passed  establishing  a  defioitc  form  of  lo¬ 
cal  government.  There  are  somo,  how¬ 
ever,  who  hold  that,' under  the  amended 
Constitution,  it  is  not  competent  for  the 
Legislature  to  pass  any  speciul  or  local 
act  interfering  with  the  iuternal  affairs  of 
any  specified  town  or  city,  and  should 
this  view  prevail,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how 
the  muddle  esn  be  in  any  w»y  overcome. 
It  will  l»e  carious,  to  *ny  the  least,  if 
Belleville  shall  be  doomed  to  stagger  on 
with  her  double- headed  municipal  ad- 
niimsUatiou  from  a  sheer  dead-lock  aris 
ing  under  the  amendments  to  tho  Con¬ 
stitution,  which  were  designed  to  facili¬ 
tate  wholesome  legislation.

Proposed  Change*  in  the  School  Law. 

In  oui*  summary  of  Legislative  pro¬ 
ceeding*  will  bo  found  the  main  features 
of  u  bill  relating  to  schools  which  is  n 
very  important  one.  It  does  not  now 
effect  Bloomfield,  since  it  applies  only  to 
cities  aud  chartered  towns.  It  emanate* 
from  Jersey  City,  and  is  doubtless  a  de¬ 
sirable  picco  of  legislation  for  that  and 
some  other  large  municipalities,  whore, 
for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  it  may 
be  well  to  take  out  of  politics  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  School  Boards.  Bat  for  rural 
towus  no  improvement  can  be  made  on 
the  present  plan  of  allowing  tho  people 
themselves  to  elect  their  trustees.  We 
notice  that  the  Newark  Advertiser  stren¬ 
uously  opposes  the  new  law,  defining 
it  to  bo  “a  school  oligarchy,  contcrcd  at 
Trenton,  muking  its  Appointments 
throughout  the  State  of  subordinate 
oligarchies  *f  six  men,  who  may  or  may 
not  be  fit  for  their  duties  and  certainly 
will  not  represent  the  people.  They 
would  be  ‘Commissions’  appointed  by  a 
foreign  power,  out  of  the  reach  of  tho 
votes  and  evon  the  ioflueuce  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  responsible  only  to  the  State 
Board  of  Education  aud  the  State  Su¬ 
perin  tondent. 

"We  write  with  no  further  knowledge 
of  tho  motion  of  the  bill  than  what  we 
can  derivo  from  reading  its  provisions. 
But  it  strikes  ns  an  attempt  to  do  a  good 
thing  for  Jersey  City  at  the  cost  of  dis¬ 
rupting  an  ancient  and  well-grown  sys¬ 
tem.  It  is  passing  a  general  law  for  a 
special  purpose.  But  at  the  be*t,  and 
were  every  County  and  City  Superinten¬ 
dent  to  support  Mr.  Carscallen’s  bill,  we 
should  ob  ject  to  it  as  a  divorce  of  the 
people  from  the  schools.  ”
